«ftic efficials and the miserable pittances of the workers, 


In the last six lessons we have 
traced the strueture of capital- 
ism, the contradictions within 
its strueture, and its econemic 
and cultural crisis. 

The question which now arises 
is: Towards what system of so- 
ciety shall the human race strive 


in order to create a better con- 
dition for life, and eliminiate 
all the evils of capitalism? 


This brings us to the question 
of: What are the ultimate aims 
of the Communist movement? 

The ultimate aim of the Com- 
munist International, is to re- 
place world capitalist economy by 
a world system of Communism. 
Communist society, the basis for 
which has been prepared by the 
whole course of historical devel- 
opment, is mankind’s only way 
out, for it alone can abolish the 
contradictions of the capitalist 
system which threaten to degrade 
and destroy the human race. 

Communist society will abolish 
the class division of society, i. e., 
simultaneously with the abolition 
of anarchy in production, it will 
abolish all forces of exploitation 
and oppression of man by man. 
Society will no longer consist of 
antagonistic classes in conflict 
with each other, but will repre- 
sent a united commonwealth of 
labor. For the first time in its 
history mankind will take its 
fate into its hands. Instead 
of destroying innumerable human 
lives and inealeulable wealth in 
struggles between classes and na- 
tions, mankind will devote all its 
energy to the struggle against 
the forees of nature, to the de- 
velopment and strengthening of 
its own collective might. 


PRIVATE OWNERSHIP 


ABOLISHED.

PREREQUISITES FOR 
COMMUNISM. 


This higher stage of Commun- 
ism, the stage in whieh Com- 
munist society has already de- 
veloped on its own foundation, 
in which an enormous growth of 
social productive forces has ac- 
companied the manifold cdevelop- 
ment of man, in whieh humanity 
has already inscribed on its ban- 
ner: “From each according to his 
abilities; to each aecording to 
his needs.’’ —- presupposes es an 
historical condition precedent, a 
lower stage of development, the 
stage of socialism. At this lower 
stage, Communist society only 
just emerges from capitalist so- 
ciety and bears all the economic, 
ethical and intellectual  birth- 
marks it has inherited from the 
society from whose womb it is 
just emerging. The preductive 
forees of socialism are not yet 
sufficiently developed to assure a 
distribution of the produets of 
labor according to needs; these 
are distributed according to the 
amount of labor expended. Divi- 
sion of labor. i. e., the system 
whereby certain groups perform 
certain labor functions, and espe- 
cially the distinction between 
mental and manual labor, still 
exists. Although classes are -ab- 


olished, traces of the old. class 


division of society. and conse- 
quently, remnants of the old pro- 
letarian State pewer*, coercion, 
laws, still exist. Consequently, 
certain traces of inequality, 
which have not yet managed to 
die out altogether. still remain. 


The antagonism between town 
and country has net yet been 
entirely removed. But none of 


these survivals of former society 
is protected or defended by any 
social force. On the contrary. 
the proletarian state will be one 
of the chief instruments to wipe 
out the remnants of capitalism. 
Reing the product of a definite 
level of develonment of vroduc- 
tive forces, thev wil] disapnear 
ag ranidly as mankind, freed from 
the fetters of the cavitalist sys- 
tem, subjurates the forees of na- 
ture, ye-educates itself in the:

“Anti-Semitism is defined as the spreading of enmity against 
the Jews. When the damnable Czarist monarchy was living out jits 
last hours, it attempted to divert the illiterate workers and peasants 
into pogroms against the Jews. The Czar’s police in union with 
the landlords and capitalists organized Jewish pogroms. They at- 
tempted to divert the natural hatred of the workers and peasants 
for the exploiters towards the Jews.

Picket Injunction 


L. A. COURT AIDS BOSSES AS 
WAITERS CONTINUE 
STRIKE 


LOS ANGELES, - Mar. i 15.—— 
Superior Goan judge, Collier, is- 
sued a restraining order prepara- 
tory to a permanent injunction 
against picketing waiters on 
strike for the past ten days at 
Hollywood’s ritzy Brown Derby 
Cafe. The petition for the in- 
junction was signed by the cafe 
managers and neighboring busi- 
nesses after the.Jatter had been 
visited by the joint landlord, to 
whom they are in arrears with 
rent. Previously they had been 
sympathetic to the strikers. 

The waiters, while not picket- 


ing, are selling their paper be- } 


fore the restaurant, calling out 
the headline that the workers are 
striking there against intolerable 
conditions of work and pay. 

A hearing was held before the 
NRA board this morning. The 
only time the restaurant paid the 
eode rate was when the strike 
threatened to expose them, and 
they paid the strikers their back 
pay on the basis of the code’s 
$10.50. But since February 19, 
three days after the code was 
signed in Washington, the men 
were offered $5.40 per week mi- 
nus deductions that reduced their 
pay tog nearly nothing. <A _ ten- 
foot picture of President Roose- 
velt with the eaption ‘We Do 
Our Part’ has appeared outside 
the restaurant. since the strike 
starttd. 

Thousand-dollar-a-month Ro- 
bert H. Cobb, president of the 
Brown Derby corporation, stated 
when the strike started that the 
publicity was worth $50,000 to 
the restaurant. Now he has in- 
stituted suit against the union 
for $10,000 loss of business. 

Few stars have gone through 
the picket line more than once to 
eat in the seab restaurant, altho 
George Raft has eaten there five 
times since the strike began.

The salmon fishermen in Mon- 
terey are still refusing to fish 
salmon until their demands of 
13e are granted.

The Role. of the Negro Reformists. 


17.—Among the Negro masses, 
the Negro reformists are being 
revealed more and more as the 
chief social support of imperial- 
ist reaction (NAACP, White, Pic- 
kens, DuBois, etc.). They have 
supported the Roosevelt New Deal 
as a ‘““New Deal” for the Negroes. 
They carried through treacherous 
actions in connection with the 
Seottsboro campaign, and sabo- 
taged the mass movement of the 
Negroes against the Scottsboro 
verdicts. 

Because of the radicalization 
of the Negro masses, the ever- 
growing readiness of the Negros 
to struggle, the revolutionary en- 
ergy developed among the Negro 
masses, and the growing unity 
of the white and Negro workers, 
there are cropping up all kinds 
of petty-bourgeois nationalist 
movements (neo-Garveyist sche- 
mes) to buy out the Harvey- 
Firestone Company in Liberia; 
petty bourgeois movements to se- 


parate the Negro and white 
workers by a campaign of jobs 
for Negroes (Negro Allianee in 
Washington, D. C.; Costiano 
movement, Baltimore, Md.) which 
would divert the movement of 
Negroes. from struggle for relief 
and insurance and against dis- 
crimination on jobs, from an anti- 
government struggle to a strug- 
fle against white workers; a 
movement of the ‘‘dark’”’ races 
under the leadership of Japanese 
imperialism, which aims to turn 
the indignation of the Negro peo- 
ple against American imperialism 
into counter-revolutionary chan- 
nels of support of Japanese im- 
perialism against the Soviet Un- 
ion and Chinese Soviets and for 
support of the imperialist designs 
of Japan in the possible war with 
America. These new movements 
are most dangerous because they 
are carried out under the slogan 
of race loyalty and operate with 
anti-imperialist phrases. 


A. F. of L. and Socialists Help 


to Bring Fascism. 


The AF of L bureaucrats, So- 
cialist Party, and the other social 
fascist groups are helping the de- 
velopment of fascism in the Unit- 
ed States, in the following ways: 
(a) by their whole poliey of 
splitting up the workingclass and 
rendering them helpless before 
the capitalists’ attacks; combat- 
ting the united front of workers; 
(b) by supporting the program 
of the NRA, participating in the 
machinery which breaks strikes, 
and euts dewn the right of the 
workers; (c) by spreading the 
ideology of class collaboration, 
which is a cornerstone of Fas- 
cism: by supporting the estab- 
lishment of and participating in 
the labor Conciliation Boards; 
(d) where the. SP is in power 
(Milwatrkee) by carrying through 
directly the attacks on workers’ 


organizations and workers’ meet- 
ings; (e) by splitting the ranks 
of the workers in the trade un- 
ions and expelling the unemploy- 
ed and militant workers; (f) by 
carrying on chauvinist practices

On Party Attitude Toward Intellectuals 


By Tom Patterson 


There arose in Los Angeles re- 
cently a minor dispute as to whe- 
ther or not intellectuals are given 
proper opportunity for contribu- 
tion to Party work. I don’t think 
the contending comrades arrived 
at any satisfactory understanding 
of the questions involved. 

There was a complaint that 
Party members with good educa- 
tions aren’t given opportunity to 
exercise their knowledge. 

There was a contention that 
the Western Worker should modi- 
fy its tone to make itself attrac- 
tive to persons not class-cons- 
cious. 

There was a reply by Comrade 
Morris of the Western Worker 
that the complaining intellectu- 
als, particularly those of the John 
Reed Club, make no effort to 
contribute to that aspect of the 
Western Worker which empha- 
sizes human individuality as dis- 
tinct from bare political neces- 
sity. There was a further re- 
mark by Comrade Morris that 
class-consecious workers with the 
workers’ ideology can often train 


-themselves to be better teachers 


of revolutionary theory than can 
many intellectuals who don’t 
grasp fully the workingclass way 
of thinking. 

I think it is true that the 
news in the Western Worker 
columns is often written in such 
a way as to Jeave out that tone 
of reality which comes from re- 
lating the minor peculiarities of 
human beings involved in the 
elass struggle. But to say that 
allowing personality its place in 
the news means to admit writing 
which hides the class struggle is 
a bad mistake. To modify the 
naper to make it “appeal” to 
those who refuse to accept the 
elass struggle as such would be 
as bad as inviting social-demo- 
erats to aecept party membership 
on their own terms. It is out of 
the question. 


THE “DISCRIMINATION” CRY. 


The eontention that the ‘“in- 
tellectual’ is being discriminated

igainst is based on a fundament- 


al misunderstanding. Our Party's 


acceptance of the idea that “with- 
out a correet revolutionary theory 
there can be no correet revoln- 
tionary practice’ is in a stage 
where debate is useless unless 
confined to the question of whe- 
ther or not it is actually being 
followed and whether or net idée- 
ology is actually given its preper 
place. 

However, the ideological lead- 
ers of the Party are not and 
should not be comrades who con- 
sider themselves “intellectuals” in 
contradistinetion to  class-cons~ 
cious workers. Those who recent- 
ly complained in Los Angeles 
might possibly contend that they 
don’t make this distinction either. 
My opinion is that they do, whe- 
ther consciously or unconscious- 
ly. 
“Intellectual” complaints are 
often based on such an argument 
as this: Marxism-Leninism is not 
only theory, but practice. It im- 
plies not only analysis, but or- 
ganization and action. There-~- 
fore a good teacher of Marxism- 
Leninism does not instil! sectar- 
ian intellectualism in his stu- 
dents. 

This premise is entirely cor- 
rect. but those who advance it 
most often do so only to pay lip 
service to it. They are the ones 
whose every word and attitude 
displays a shrinking from aetion 
and an idea that they ean by 
their intellects alone direct those 
on the front line of action. This 
aloofness is not admitted by those 


who are most guiity of it, 


Workers simply and definitely 


will not accept the leadership 
of those who, consciously or un- 
consciously, have the. attitude 
that they can be leaders only by 
virtue of mental cleverness. 


Mental dexterity or cleverness 


is an excellent attribute to lead- 
ership. but it is not the stuff 
out of which leadership is made. 
Those who fail to understand 
this distinction can call them- 
selves “intellectuals”. if they 
wish. But intelligent leadership: 
is something else,

ANGS THERE COMPLETED THEIR DIRTIEST WORK, jailed 
scores of workers, smashed meetings, kidnapped or arrested the 
attorneys of the workers, and left no stone unturned to illegalize 
the slightest action that may organize the workers. The commis- 
sion then made public its recommendation that the federal govern- 
ment encourage the organization of workers, in order that collec- 
tive bargaining may be effective. A long list of other steps are 
recommended that seem to concede much of what the workers 
were fighting for, BUT THE QUESTION OF A RISE IN WAGES 
IS CAREFULLY OMITTED. To win popular support the commis- 
Sion gives a vivid picture of the conditions as it found them, and 
thereby presents an irrefutable indictment of that huge slave pe 
called Imperial Valley. The following is from the report: 

“We found filth, squalor, an entire absence of sanitation and 
a crowding of human beings into totally inadequate tents or crude 
structures built of boards, weeds and anything that was found at 
hand to give a pitiful semblance of a home at its worst. 

“Words cannot describe some of the conditions we saw. The 
temperature rises considerably above 100 degrees, flies and insects 
become a pest, children are fretful and the attitude of the parents 
can be imagined... .. In this environment is bred a social sul- 
lenness that is to be deplored.” 

In that section are a haif million irrigable acres and 65,000 
White and Negro inhabitants. 


Is the Labor Board a Strike-breaker? 


But where is the joker? Has the National Labor Board aban- 
doned its role as a strike-breaking body as its function is. The 
best proof that there is a joker, is in the fact that the fascist 
growers there are reported to be in full agreement with the recom- 
mendations of the board. Surely the growers did not grow wings 
over night. 

THE JOKER IS THAT, THEY WANT COLLECTIVE BAR- 
GAINING, NOT WITH THE WORKERS’ UNION, THE CANNERY 
& AGRICULTURAL WORKERS INDUSTRIAL UNION, BUT, THEY 
WITH THE ASSISTANCE OF THE MEXICAN CONSUL AND FILI- 
PING MISLEADERS ARE ORGANIZING FAKE UNIONS WITH 
WHICH TO “BARGAIN COLLECTIVELY.” 

The entire scheme is a huge swindle, for they know that the 
workers’ determination to organize and win better conditions when 
the canteloupe season begins will not be broken. The scheme is 
no different than the organization of company unions, only that 
in this case the workers are split on national and racial lines. 
In addition, to throttle any attempt for a real union, the ‘Anti- 
Communist Assn.”’ has been formed, which does not seem to disturb 
the Labor Beard. 


Liberals, Scripps-Howard Press

Liberals and the oily sheets of the Scripps-Howard chain 
greet the decision with open arms. But they ONLY HELP TO

A Challenge to A. F. of L. Members 


What is the attitude of the American Federation of Labor to- 
wards the anti-picketing and anti-strike ordinances being enacted 
in many California counties? 

There are two answers. One from the officials and one from 
the rank and file. Both attitudes directly oppose each other. 

J. L. Marsh, head of the Sacramento Labor Council, speaking 
for the State Federation of Labor, before the San Joaquin County 
Supervisors, when arguments on the proposed ordinance were heard, 
declared that “labor is in accord with the ordinance but it should 
be shortened, as. if it is long it may be misconstrued”. 

He states the viewpoint of the Scharrenbergs and O’Connels. 
Those who are engaged in the business of selling out labor to the 
employers. They are not interested in defeating an ordinance 
which prohibits picketing, strikes. open meetings, or even as in 
the case of the San Joaquin County ordinance to “‘loiter, stand, o1 
sit in or upon any public highway, alley, sidewalk, or cross-walk 
so as to in any manner hinder or obstruct the free passage of 
persons or vehicles, so as to in any way annoy or molest persons 
passing”. .Why should they? ..They, at the service of the employ- 
ers are interested in preventing the workers from struggle. 

During the year of 1933, of the 71 strikes involving 63,356 
workers only 7 of the smaller strikes were lead by AF of L unions 
and at that it was where the militant elements, usually Commun. 
ists inside, had forced them. Trade Union Unity League unions 
lead 24 of the strikes and won direct concessions for 31,534 
workers, while the A. F. of L. strikes resulted in gains for only 
9798. The remaining strikes were either spontaneous or indepen- 


dent.

Our Fight Against

L—WILL FASCISM COME 
TO AMERICA? 


There are two common. atti- 
tudes towards Fascism in Ameri- 
ca. One is that Fascism will nev- 
er become a strong movement in 
America because “the American 
peopie won't stand for it.’’ The 
other is the aititude that Fas- 
cism is certain to take power in 
America—that it is an inevitable 
stage that we must go through 
on the road to the workers’ gov- 
ernment. 

Both attitudes are wrong. 


It is wrong to think that the 
disappreval of the ‘‘people’’ of 
America can, by itself, stop Fas- 
cism from coming. Ten years 
ago, the cultured German intel- 
lectual and. the average German 
worker thought that Hitlerism 
could be laughed out of exist- 
ence. We know, now, that they 
were wrong. Fascism did not 
come in Germany, Austria, Italy, 
and the Balkans because the 
“neople’ acquired a new. sort 
of “human nature’. It came be- 
cause growth of the revolution- 
ary movement for a new order 


forced the capitalist class to 


reveal their dictatorship. 


Fascism, the death rattle of 
capitalism, came to Europe be- 
cause capitalism had broken down 
so completely that it was impos- 


sible for it to maintain itself in 


power by. fooling the -workers 
and bribing the lower middle 
classes. It could only be main- 
tained by violence. As capitalism 
in the United States approaches 
that same breakdown, we find 
numerous Fascist groups organ- 
izing and growing, and Fascist 
tendencies springing up in many 
previously existing organizations. 

The purpose of Fascist parties 
and groups is to secure a wide 
base in the population to support 
the rule of the capitalists. For- 
merly, in America, the mass of 
the population gave at least its 


passive support to the capitalist 


system and its government. But 


now, intelligent workers and 


wide-awake intellectuals are see- 


ing more and more clearly that 


the only way out of this crisis is 
to overthrow capitalism and es- 


tablish a workers and farmers 
dictatorship. Therefore, the Fas- 
cist movement must make its ap- 
peal to the more politically back- 
ward among the workers, ruined 
middle classes, professionals, and 
intellectuals. Armed and financ- 
ed by the capitalist class, this 
Fascist movement hopes to make 
up in violence, terror, and bigot- 
ry what it lacks in intelligence 
and program. It hopes to devel- 
op popular support through dem- 
agogy and empty promises, of 
which the Nazis gave a fine ex- 
ample. That is why Fascism 
must be opposed to all culture 
and progress—because unhamp- 
ered thinking always leads to an 
exposure of Fascism and its rela- 
tion to a decaying capitalist class 
aud capitalist system. 


Answer to Militancy. 


Fascism is the bosses’ only an- 
swer to the growing revolution- 
ary militaney of the workers. 
During the past year, we have 
seen great strike struggles and a 
tremendous upsurge of spirit and 
solidarity. We have seen whole- 
sale desertiong from the capital- 
ists’ ranks, as students, profes- 
sionals, and small business men 
decide to cast in their lot with 
the revolutionary workers. We 
know, then, that the capitalist 
class will inevitably TRY to move 
America towards Fascism, not, as 
the Socialists say, because ‘‘Com- 
munists cause Faseism’’, but be- 
cause the opposition to capital- 
ism is growing so fast and_ so 
militantly that it can no longer 
be stalled through lies and per- 
suasion. In their last desperate 
hope to maintain power, the capi- 
talists completely east off the 
cloak of democracy. 

Does this determination on the 
part of the ruling class mean that 
Fascism will inevitably sueceed? 
By no means. It can only succeed 
if it can distract the dissatisfac- 
tion of the masses into reaction- 
ary Fascist channels. The capi-

Il.—WHO ARE THE 
AMERICAN FASCISTS? 


The American Fascist move- 
ment is not yet unified. Fascist 
ideology and Fascist action may 
be found in various degrees in 
the leadership of the Silver 
Shirts, the Khaki Shirts, the 
Friends of New Germany, the 
Crusaders for Economie Liberty, 
(Liberty Party), the American 
Legion, the Cincinnatus League, 
and the Ku Klux Klan. Along 
with these groups, there are So- 
cial Fascist organizations, who 
by the demagogical promises of 
their leaders and dependence up- 
on legal procedure only, attempt 
to split the united struggle of 
the workers against Fascism, and 
to disarm the workers in the face 
of the growing organization and 
militaney of the Fascist enemies. 
They, as in the ease of Hinden- 
burg and Dollfuss, give confi- 
dence to the present government 
leaders, who pretend to be op- 
posed to fascism but all the time 
fertilize the land for it. These 
Social-Fascist groups include the 
Epie groups of Upton Sinelair, 
the Pacifie Cooperative League 
(a barter group), the Socialist 
Party, the American Federation 
of Labor, the Muste movement, 
‘American Workers Party) the 
Trotskyite and similar organiza- 
tions. 

Any of these organizations may 
become the core of the American 
Fascist movement if it ean gain 


sufficient mass influence. But 


already far-seeing Fascists are

ft is obvious that many of the 
members of all these organiza- 
tions are opposed to the degen- 
eracy of Fascism, and it is im- 
portant that they should all be 
shown how their organizations 
are misleading them, 


Ill.—WHAT ARE THE 
“TASKS” OF THE FASCISTS. 


If we understand why we are 
now passing into a revolutionary 
period, it is easy enough to unh- 
derstand what the Fascists are 
trying to do to stave off the 
workers’ revolution. The faetors 
which make for a revolutionary 
situation today are: 

1.—The complete breakdown 
of the economic system; the im- 
possibility of maintaining the 
system through expanding into 
new and unexploited markets 
and colonies. 

2.—The successful building of 
Socialism in the USSR which 
serves as an example to the 
workers of the world, showing 
them what they can accomplish 
if they overthrow a parasite class 
and take complete power them- 
selves. 

3.—The growing elass cong- 
ciousness of the masses, the break 
down of national, racial, and reli- 
gious prejudices between the 
workers; the growing conviction 
that “democratic”? methods of re. 
volution are impossible because 
“democracy” is so arranged that 
the workers have not and never 
will be allowed to use it for their 
own interests. 

4.—The ever increasing need 
of the masses for relief: their 
ever increasing demand for if, 
and their mounting willingless 
to struggle for better conditions: 
the growing prestige of the Com- 
munist Party as their leader in 
this fight for better conditions. 

What must the Fascists do for 
their capitalist masters? The 
Fascist program follows naturally 
from the situation we have just 
described: Po 


Their Program. 


1.—-Prepare for a new imper- 
ialist war to re-dividg the raw 
materials and markets in the 
colonies, and especially to 

2.—-Invade and crush the So- 
viet Union, not only to remove 
a dangerous example to the work- 
ers of the world, but to divide up 
between the predatory capitalists 
the wealth which the toiling pro- 
letariat of Russia has created. 

3.—Try to substitute ‘“nation- 
1” consciousness for international 
class consciousness; awake all 
possible prejudices against the 
Negro, the Jew, and foreign-born, 
not only to divide the workers, 
but also so that people may be 
blamed as a race, instead of the 
capitalists as a class, for the 
suffering of the masses: while 
the more openly Fascist elements 
arm themselves and prepare for 
violence and terror, Social Fas- 
cists maintain the workers’ faith 
in democracy until the Fascists 
themselves are ready to throw it 
overboard, and to prevent the 
rank-and-file of the organizations 
under Social Fascist leadership 
from arming themselves to strug- 
gle against the Fascism which 
their leadership must pretend to 
oppose. 

4.—Propose some ‘“‘plan’’ which 
on the surface offers something 
to the suffering masses, but which 
does not mention changing the 
ownership of the means of pro- 
duction; pretend to be ‘radical’ 
and the friends of the workers: 
under cover of these radical 
workers, attract all workers who 
are struggling for better condi- 
tions, and trv to make them strug- 
gle AGAINST the workers’ yan- 
guard, the Communist Party 

A moment’s study will show 
how the Fascist program as we 
have here outlined it is, point 
for point, the inevitable answer 
of the capitalist. class to the 
various factors in the present 
revolutionary situation.

Workers School — A Weapon 


In Our Fight Against Fascism 


By Miriam Bonner 
(Director, Los Angeles 
Workers School) 


Los Angeles has long been in- 


famous for its Red Squad and its 
ruthless suppression of any pro- 
test by the exploited and _ op- 
pressed. But in spite of the 
terror, the revolutionary move- 
ment in the area is growing. 
Conditions for the mass of the 
unemployed workers, and for 
those who are at work on ill- 
paid, temporary jobs, are intol- 
erable. Many are seeking a way 
out of fear, misery and poverty. 
They want to know why we have 
abundance for a few and starva- 
tion for the many. They want 
to change the world so. that 
those who produce wealth can 
have it for their use and enjoy- 
ment. 


Another force has appeared in 


Los .Angeles to help the Red 
Squad against those who seek to 
make the world a sensible. happy 
place. The Silver Shirts, ‘100% 
Americans’, against Jews. against 
Negroes, against foreign-born 
workers, against Communists, 
against militant unionists, again- 
st all those who do not like 
America the way it is under 
capitalist rule where a few who 
do not wortk have all the wealth 
and those who produce the weal- 
th have little or none of it, will 
aid the Red Squad to protect 
the property of the few and_ to 
vreserve capitalist “law and or- 
der.”’ 


SCHOOL—A WEAPON. 


Against this terror, one of the 


mightiest weapons in the hands 
of the workers is education for 
militant action. The Los Ange- 
les Workers School, now in the 


third week of its special term, 
and preparing for immediate ex- 
pansion, aims to educate workers 
in the theory and tacties of the 
class struggle. One hundred and 
twenty students are enrolled in 
the school at present. There are 
153 class enrollments. Nine 
courses are being given. On 
March 19th the school will move 
into its new headquarters on 
Spring St. There it will share 
with other cultural organizations 
two floorg of classrooms, auditor- 
iums, gymnasium, banquet hall, 
lunch room, library. reading 
room, and offices. Volunteer 
workers are preparing the center 
for use, cleaning, decorating, and 
installing fixtures, and members 
of the John Reed Club have vol- 
unteered to put in a series of 
frescoes from workingelass his- 
tory. 


NEW COURSES. 


At onee there will be a drive 
to add new courses, new teach- 
ers, new students. As soon as the 
demand warrants, courses will be
